A GLOOMY REPORT. 

The United states Consul at Lech has sent his 
annual report tothe Department of State. He 
gives a gloomy account of the trade and crops 
of Scotland. Thecrops of this year are the 
wolstever known. Within afew weeks a de- 
mand from the United States has sprung up, 
giving some hope of better times. The number 
of vessels entering the port last year was 1,453, 
only fivefrom. the United States. Large im 
portations into Scotland from the United 
States of butter, cheese and meats find their 
way through liverpool and Glasgow. One of 
the results of this disastrous year tothe farm- 
ers of Scotland will be increased immigration to 
America. The emigrants will be of a class supe- 
rior to those of former years. 


REPORT OF THE LIVERPOOL CONSUL. 

The United States Consnl at Llaverpool, in his 
annual commeicial report to the Depaitment 
of State, says: The imports from the United 
States to Great Britain for the last year exceed 
those of the previous year b over 855,000, 000. 
The most remarkable increase is in provisions. 
In 1874 Great Britain paid the 
United States for bacon and hams, 
beef, butter and cheese 837,000, 000, in 1878, 
$68,000,000. In breadstuffs the increase ot 
the lust year Overthe previous year was 832, 
000,000; over 1874 the increase was $85,000,- 
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regularly held here for some time. Philadel- 
phia was selected this time as a matter merely 
of convenience.

COFFINS. 


A Little Nectology of Old St. 


Louis, 


Some Statistics of the Coffin Trade and 
the Funeral Business—What the 
Interment of Thos. H. Ben- 
ton and Several Noted 
St. Louisans Cost. 


—— 


To most people there is an inexplicable 
fascination in coffins—not full coffins, but 
empty ones. The long sweep from the foot- 
board up tothe swell for the shoulders, and 
the shorter curve from the shoulders around 
the head, combine clements of beauty and 
adaptability which render a casket, in itself, 
a thing to be admired, and the cover, whether 
it be the plain junction of four boards, or an 
ornate and almost gaudy combination of black 
walnut and black velvet, cannot fail to excite 
admiration. 

The inner upholstering is also pretty. Usu- 
ally the walls of the boxrre hung with creamy 
white silk and lace anda soft-looking pillow 
is put just where the head of the coming ten- 
ant Will repose ; a neat white 
covered board stretches in a 
most convenient angle atthe fect, and the 
whole effect of the interior is cool, clean and 
refreshing, and to be appreciated properly 
should be examined in the summer time. 

Coffins are not the only necric furniture 
about which interest is felt. The 
catalogue. would embrace the whole 
subject of funcrals and include 


hearses, hacks, graveyards and burial servi- 
ces, with all the after considerations of mossy 
tombstones, weeving willows and long, dan 
grass, fattened mysteriously from below. 

Mr. George N. Lynch, of this city, has been 
an undertaker of funerals since Anno Domini 
1846, and a Post-DISPATCH reporter in quest 
of an article had his heart giaddened yesterday 
by an invitation to look over some of the old 
books about the oldest burials in St. Louis. 

The books themselves are musty and vellow, 
written in a crabbed hand, and with 
the singular lights and shades 
of quill-pen chirography, but they are full of 
forgotten history. Names occur on every page 


that were once bousehold words throughout 


the town. Little stories could be constructed 
upon every paragraph, and behind the words, 
deep down in the time-dimmed page, one 
could almost see a pieture of the omly sad 
feature of the good old times before the war— 
death. The weeping family gathered about 
the old-fashioned cotlin, the queer, square- 
duilt hearse andthe odd, lumbering family 
carriages that escorted the dead far 
out in the country. through the 
hazel thickets and the forest, to whatis now 
Twentieth and Franklin avenue, all could be 


een. 

Yn the oldtimes economy wasthe order of 
the day, or what looks like economy now. Iu 
1846 

A HUNDRED DOLLARS 

was a large bill, and acouple of years later in 
1849 some queer bills might be extracted. 
Pierre Chouteau was buried with a haarse 
and fourteen carriages at an expense of $165; 
to entomb Sylvester Labbadie cost $18), Dr. 
Ben G. Farrar $172. This. by the way, was 
the cholera year, and hearses went up 
to bat) ‘and carriages to 

in obedience to the inexorable 
laws of supply and demand, which govern 
funcrals as well as weddings. 

The list of these veurs is an eminent one, 
including such men as Paschall Cerre, Robert 
Rankin, Patrick Dillon, Judge Wm. C. Carr, 
Bryan Mullanphy and Dr. W. Beaumont, 
who was the celebrated observer of digestion 
in the accidentally opened stomach of the 
Canadian Alexis St. Martin, afact spread 


upon the medical records of the whole world. 


In 1855 was the great G- 
conade disaster, among the vie- 
tims of which Mr. Lynch buried Thomas 
Grey, Maria Butler, Thomas O'Flaherty, 
Calvin Case, wm. L. Lynch, Rev. 
A. Bullard, Wm. L. Chappell, Jonathan A. 
Ross, Thos. S. O'Sullivan, the chief engineer 
of the bridge, and B. B. Davton. 

In 1858, Col. Thos. II. Benton passed under 
the hands of the Final Artificer. The bill, as 
spread * the book, gives such items as 
draping Mercantile Library Hall with black 
cambric. Crape was dispensed to the Emmet 
Guards, the Washington Guards, the 
St. Louis Greys and the Hibernian Society.

COFFINS 
alone, and without regard to their usual 
use. 

The Lynches have sold-since January 1, 1846, 
the remarkable total of 19,906 coffins, each 
40 an individual, and never was a complaint 
heard from the purchaser. Nobody thinks 
what 19,906 coflins means. The average coffin 
is almost five feet long, and if these c»ftins 
were placed end to ena they would reach from 
the corner of Fifth and Market streets to the 
middie of the mouth of the Missouri River. 

If they were all buried in one grave, one 
upon the other, the grave would have to be a 
little more than seven and three-quarter miles 
deep. According tothe scale deduced from 
experiments at the artesian well at the In- 
sane Asylum, which gives one degree Fahren- 
heit for every eighty-eight feet of descent. 
the temperature of the bottom coffin and 
its contents would be 465 degrees Fahrenheit, 
a caloric which would haye to be felt to be ap- 
preeatec. 

In the carly times coflins cost but little — 
a velyet-colored affair for awadult bringing 
$20, while a plain walnut was only $5. This 
golden age was short-lived, and prices be- 
came higher and higher until in 
1866, also a cholera’. year, velvet 
coffins were no longer the style but sold at 
WH, While nobody of any tone would think 
of ged buried in less than a $100 casket, 
with silver trimming-. Carriages cost $7 a trip 
and hearses $15,and on the whole it wasa 
very expensive thing to die. 

is has moderated in one regard now in 
Si, carriages and bearses and all the outer in- 
signia of woe being much more reasonable,

in the coflins.. Metallic caskets, that fought 


their way intofavor humbly and lowlily in 
1852, are now bloviating about with a price 
mark for $300 attachedte them, and there 
are all shades and styles in the market. An 
economical person can get a coffin for $125, 
which will look just as well as one that 
costs $250. Of course it won't last so 
long, and neither willit have the material 
that the other one has, and itis only a ques- 
tion of howtbe dear departed will take the 
matter. 

In the first place there are “O. G. cases, 
though why — are O. .“ rather thau any 
other alphabetical combination is a secret 
which the coffin-makers have not 
alivulged. 0. i, cases” are not the 
very best, being worth uf to about $75 without 
side handles and upholstering. Then there 
is the new octagon casket. and there is what 
is called the Eastlake casket, these different 
styles of course being intended to harmonize 
with the other furniture of the room 
in which the coflin will be used. 
But the finest style made without any excep- 
tion is the Oriental. This Koh-j-noor of 
earkets is sold from 3300 aplece 
up, and is as ornate as mahogany, rosewood 
aud silver can be made.)

OUR INDIANS.

Theories Touching Their Origin and An- 
tecedents. 
[From the New York Times. | 

The origin of the American Indians, who 
aie always a theme of painful interest with 
us, continues to be variously discussed by 
anthropologists. Recently, a German writer 
has put forward one theory on the subject, 
and an English writer has put forward an- 
other and directly opposite theory. The dif- 
ference of opinion concerning our aboriginals 
among authors who have made a profound 
study of races is at once curious and interest- 
ing. Blumenbach treats them, in his classi- 
fication, as a distinct variety of the human 
family; but, in the three-fold division of Dr. 
Latbam, they are ranked among the 


Mongolide. Other writers on race regard 
them as a branch of the great Mongolian fam- 
ily, which at a distant period found its way 
from Asiatothis continent, and remained 
here for centuries separate from the rest of 
mankind, passing, meanwhile, through di- 
vers phases of barbarism and civilization. 
Morton, our eminent ethnologist, and his 
followers, Nott and Gliddon, claim for our 
native red men an origin as distinct as the 
flora and fauna ofthis continent. Prichard, 
whose views are apt to differ from Morton’s, 
finds reason to believe, on comparing the 
American tribes together. that they must 
have formed a separate department of nations 
from the earliest period ofthe world. The 
era of their existence as a distinct and insulat- 
ed people must probably be dated bick to the 
time which separated into nations the inhabi- 
tants ofthe Old World, and gave to each its 
individuality and primitive language. Dr. 
-obert Brown, the latest authority, attri- 
butes,in his Races of Mankind,“ an Asia- 
tic origin to our aboriginals. He says that 
the Western Indians not only personally re- 
semble their nearest neighbors—the North- 
eastern Asiatics—but theyresemble them in 
language and traditions. The Esquimaux 
on the American and the Tehuktchis 
onthe Asiatic side understand one another 
perfectiy. Modern anthropologists, indeed, 
are disposed to think that Japan, the Kuriles, 
and neighboring regions may be regarded as 
the original home of the greater part of the 
native American race. It is also admitted by 
them that, between the trives scattered from 
the Arctic Sea to Cape Horn, there is more 
uniformity of physical feature than is seen in 
any other quarter of the globe. The weight 
of evidence and authority is altogether in fa- 
vor of the opinion that our so-cilled Indians 
are a branch of the Mongolian family, and all 
additional researches strengthen the opin- 
ion. The tribes of both North and South Amer- 
ica are unquestionably homogeneous, and, in 
all likelihood, had their origin in Asia, though 
they bave been altered and modified by thou- 
sands of years of tojal separation from the 
parent stock.

Stealing a Tombstone. 
(From the Virginia City (Nev.) Chronicle.) 

William Boggs was arraigned before Justice 
Cary, of Carson, yesterday, charged with 
grand larceny. ‘The charge made by the ar- 
resting officer was thata tombstone had been 
stolen bythe defendant from the cemetery. 
It appears, says the Appeal, that the officer 
wos passing near the consecrated spot at 
night, when he saw Boggs staggering along 
with a tombstone on his back. : 

The tombstone was exhibited to the jury. 
It read: 

‘*Sacred to the memory of W. Bogestone. 
Died Jan. 5, 1855. <A kind father, an indul— 
gent husband, anda true man. Requiescat 
in pace.“ 

Boggs, the defendant. went on the stand, 
and acknowledged frankly that he took the 
tombstone. It was so near like his own name 
that, by filling up the superfluous letters with 
plaster of paris, he could use it himself iu case 
he died. 

The Court—You have the appearance of be- 
ing a pretty healthy man. Why do you expect 
to die? 

Boggs—I am going to Bodie to start in bus- 
iness and —— 

The Court—Oh, I see: the pneumonia. But 
even if you do die, as I have no doubt you 
will, why do you steal anether man’s tomb- 
stone? Do vou really think it’s the correct 
thing? 

Boges—If a man has had the use of a tomb- 
stone- since 1855, it strikes me he’s got his 
money’s worth. Besides, this stone was a 
blasted lie allover. Bill Boggstone wasn't a 
kind husband and anindulgent father. He was 
a thieving three-card monte sharp, and had 
killed four men. A meaner scalawag never was 
born, When he first came out here in °49 he 
used to shave off the corners of $50 slugs, and 

ay off his hands in old bills on the Farmers’ 

tank of New Haven. 

We know him,“ cried several of the jury; 
he was the worst in the deck.“ 

One of the jurors went on the stand and tes- 
tified he saw the man run out of Placerville in 
52 for robbing hen roosts. He turned a 
widow out in a snow storm because she 
couldn’t pay the house rent. Several old- 
timers testified >to the scampish char- 
actcrof the deceased. One man swore that 
the brother of Boggstone put the tombstone 
up and did it inthe night. It was a monu- 
mental lie and a disgrace to the cemetery. ° 

The jury acquitted, and Mr. Boggs left on 
the stage for Bodio with the tombstone.

CHOKER CALCRAFT. 


Life and Death of the Most Loathsome 
| Creature in All England. 
From the New York Herald. ! 
The noted executioner Calcraft, who fot 
forty-six years held the office of hangman in 
England, is dead. There is a stream in the 
suburbs of London known to jaunting clerks 
and holiday-making schoolboys as the River 


Lee, where cockney youths take their aquatic | 


diversion on Saturday afternoons during the 
summer months. On the days when the river 
was deserted, a lean, pensive aud clerical per- 
son would frequent the banks. a book in one 


hand, a fishing red in the other. It was Cal- 
craft,the hangman. Where hecame from, 
who he was, why he bad chosen his particular 
rofession, nobody ever knew. Legend had 
t that he was aconvict, who had been par- 
domed on the condition that he would adopt 
the executioner’s 1 Othe.s averred 
that he bad embraced it through a certain 
morbid love of death. Calcraft never be- 
trayed his secret, and all biographies of 
the man are - fictitious. This alone is cer- 
tain, that he has executed, with 
punctuality’ and dispatch, some of the 
most noted criminals of the century. He 
entered the business in 1853, about fifty years 
after the Tyburn tree had been removed,and 
the gallows was set up almost every Monday 
morning in the narrow passage between 
Fleet street and Ludgate Liill, Known as tne 
Old Bailey. He tirst came into public noto- 
riety atthe hanging of James Greenacre in 
1837. This man bad murdered Hannah 
Brown, a womanto whom be had been en- 
gaged tobe married, and then had cut the 
body into pieces and hidden por- 
tions of it in various parts 
of London, the trunk being 
placed under asack and concealed beneath 
some flagstones near the Pineapple toll bar, 
in Edgeware road. He confessed that Hannah 
Brown bad deceived him by pretending to 
have some property, and that one night she 
called at his lodgings and laughed &t her trick. 
In a rage he struck her with a silk roller, and, 
the blow proving mortal, be formed the reso— 
lution of cutting up and concealing 
the body. No criminal case since 
the tral of Dr. Dodd had stirred 
so much excitement in London. Outbe night 
of Greenacre’s execution hundreds of per- 
sons slept on the steps of the prison and of St. 
Sepulchre’s Church, aud boys remained 
allnight clinging to the lamp-posts. The 
crowds in the streets whiled away the night in 
ribala jokes and drunken brawls. Greenacre, 
when he passed to the gallows, was totally 
unmanned. He could not erticulate the e- 
sponses tathe Ordinary, and had to be > 
ported or he would have fallen. 

Greenacre’s execution brought fame to 
Caleraft. He did not rest long on his laurels. 
Three years later be was called to carry out 


the sentence of the law on Francois Benjamin 
Courvoisier. a Swiss valet, found guilty of the 


murder of his master, Lord William Russell. 
Lord William. who was in his seventy-third 
year, lived alone in his house in Norfolk 
street, Park lane, with his establishment of 
two maids and of Courvoisier, the body ser- 
vant. On the morning of the murder the 
housemaid found his study in disorder, and, 
entering the bed-room with Courvoisier, saw 


thathis head was nearly severed from his 


body. Two bank notes, supposed to have 
been taken from Lord William’s body, were 
found behind the skirting board of the butler’s 
antry. These notes convicted Courvoisier. 
le was hanged on July 6, 1849. Upwards of 
20,000 people were present at the scene. Most 
oftbem waited all night at the debtor’s door 
of the Old Bailey. High fees were paid for 
house roofs and the windows were 
crowded. As the bell began to tollat8 
o'clock, the multitude uncovered, 
and at two minutes past the hour Courvoisier 
ascended the steps leading to the drop, fol- 
lowed by the executioner and ordinary of the 
prison. He died without a struggle. The 
ease of his death was universally attributed 
to Caleraft's skill. Jack Ketch, of Tyburn, 
was outdone. For twenty-four years Cal- 
craft continued to win the applause of press 
and public. Notconfining his exertions to 
Newgate, he traveled in the wake 
of the Judges round their eireuit. 
Ile never bungled. Ife has 
executed seven pirates together, and perform- 
cd his work with entire satisfaction. He 
banged the three Fenians at Manchester, and 
showed extreme contempt for the anonymous 
threats that were made against his life. In 
1864 he hanged Frank Muller, the young Ger- 
man tailor, Wwno, to pay his passage to Ameri- 
ca, murdered Mr. Briggs, in a carriage onthe 
North London railway. Onthe night that 
Muller died there was a disgraceful scene 
around Newgate. The house was filled with 
spectators, who had paid more than a couple 
of guineas apiece for a place, and who spent 
the night plaving at cards and singing chorus- 
es. When Muller set foot on the scaffold, he 
looked up at the chains with perfect self-pos- 
session. Then he murmured a confession to 
the attendant clergyman,and the drop fell in- 
stantly. These were the three great crimin- 
als of Calcraft’s career—Greenacre, Cour- 
voisier and Muller. In 1868 public executions 
were abolished, and the hangman’s glory was 
departed. The gallows was henceforth 
erected in the prison yard of Newgate, 
and oniy silence reigned on the spot which 
had seen the executions of Gov. Wall, who 
flogged aman to death; of Bellingham; Mr. 
Percival’s assassin; of.the Cato street con- 
spirators, whose heads were cut off on the 
scaffold after they were hanged; of Faunt- 
leroy, the banker, and of Bishops and Wil- 
liams, the “burkers.”’ Calcraft soon retired 
from a business which was rapidly falling in 
popular esteem, and Marwood, his lieuten- 
ant, succeeded him.

The recent publication of the intimate.cor- 
respondence of Mr. Charles Dickens, and the 
death of his wife, have revived the floating 
talk and gossip in regard to their unfortunate 
separation and its causes. Of course, the real 
truth is no secret among the personal friends 
of the great novelist and his family; 


but it has been kept from the public with re- 
markable loyalty to the reputation and memo- 
ryofa popular author, and even at the ex- 
pense of a suffering woman, who lived and 
endured, but made nosign. The nearest to 
a vindication of the wife of twenty-tive years 
and the mother of ten children, which her 
sister and daughter have permitted them- 
selves, is the publication of her husband’s 
letters before any person had come between 
them—before the shadow of his infatuation 
for the woman who blasted her life had cross- 
ed her path. 

It is only fair to admit that the reticence was 
artly due to consideration for the partner of 
is wrong-doing, who was known to have 

struggled for a long time against a mutual 
sentiment, and had mainutained,except in this 
instance, an irreproachable character, The 
woman was young, and a governess. She was 
well provided for by Mr. Dickens’ will, and 
went abroad—to Rome—soon after his death, 
wearing deep meurning and carrying letters 
to some of his American friends there, who

In the North American Review for January, 
M. Ferdinanede Lesseps examines the differ- 
ent schemes that have been proposed. for the 
construction of a ship cinal across the Isth- 
mus of Darien, connecting the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans.

How they are Obtained for the United 
| States Army in St. Louis. 


1 
Figures and Facts Relating to the Cav- 
alry and Infantry Stations—Num- 
ber of Enlistments, Etc. 


— 


Recruits for the United States army are ob- 
ſalned in large numbers from the two stations 
established for that purpose in this city—one 
for the cavalry, loeated at 821 Pine street, un- 
er the charge of Lieut. M. E. O'Brian. and 
the other station, for the infantry, at 112 North 
Ninth street, with Capt. I. H. Gageby as the 
supervising officer. 

The reguiations in both departments of the 
ayy are very rigid as to the examination of 
.pplicants for admission into the rank. A 


arge number of men apply to tbe stations in 
this city during the year, but as a rule fully 
spree-fgurths of the number are rejected. The 
cause of this large number rejected is for 
ibe most part due to physical imperfections, 
aithough ender. age -and over age, marri tte 
and many other causes are assigued for the 
wholesale rejection of those who desire to 
serve their country in the capacity of soldiers. 

To gather some interesting information on 
ihe subject of recruits in general, and recruits 
from St. Louis in particular, a Post- 
DISvVATCH reporter visited the

Ahe station for recruiting for the eavalry 
has been established two vears the first of the 
present month, and during that time has se- 
cured forthe United States cavalry 558 white 
men and d colored men, It is estimated that 
during that period over 2,000 made application 
und fully 1.00 were rejected. 

' THE GREATEST NUMBER 
enlisted in any one month since the station 
was established was the month of December, 
1877. In that month the records show that 
ol men were taken into the service. During 
the first year 332 men were enlisted from the 
St. Louis station, while the year just closed 
will only show 169) men who 
entered the service from this point. 
The menth of December, 1878, is put dowa 
as the poorest month, asin that month but 
eight reeruits were seleeted from the large 
number who made application. 
THEIR PROFESSIONS, 

The majority of those who seek admission 
nto the regular army are men out of employ- 
ment, who, failing in other directions to obtaia 
work, seek the army as the last resort. Lab-— 
orers und farmers constitute a. large propor- 
tion of the would-be soldiers. The pay and 
uttractions of an army life draw them from 
their shops and farms and lead them to enter 
he army. While those above named form 
the major part of those who apply, still the 
ranks contain any variety of trades and pro- 
fessions from the school-teacher down to the 
hostler. 

During the last quarter of the year ending 
September , the reports of men enlisted for 
the cavalry show that one hundred and tifty- 
emen applied, and only thirty-four were 
aecepted, Of these enlisted men, their aver- 
uve height was five feet seven inches, and 
iLeif average age was twenfy-tive years. The 
occupation of these new recruits is given as 
follows: Four of them were soldiers by pro- 
son; two of them were musicians, one was 
acaurpenter, and nine were put down as la- 
horers. Then follows one from ereh of the 
below-named trades: Blacksmith, silver- 
platter, cook, plasterer, farmer, sulesiman, 
railroad man. butcher and coachman. 

ur REQUIREMENT, 

The men who are admitted into the cavalry 
ofthe regular army must answer to the Lol- 
lowing description: 

Over twenty-one years and under thirty-five 
urs of wee. This rule is not carried out 
when an aepplicmit has been in the regular 
umz and can show an honorable discharge. 
or when he is under that ave and desires to 
be enlisted as a musician, 

Another requirement isthat the applicant 
shall not be married. as wives and army life 
are not considered congenial by those who 
make the qualifications for an army recruit. 
Not under tive feet tive inches, or over five 
feet tes inches tall, as ineither case the ap- 
plicant will not be weeepted. Weight not 
under one hundred aud twenty pounds, nor 
over one hundred and iiftv-tive pounds. In 
addition to these general qualifications, each 
tpplicant is examined asto tis sight, hearing, 


and chest ineasined. Me also is subjected 
lo oa medical examination, and if 
found sound in body and mind and

a AFTER ENLISTMENT 

ihe raw recruit is taken in charge by the local 
non-commissioned officers and put through 
the Grill and other matters pertaining to his 
new life. When a sufficient number of these 


newly enlisted men is obtained 
they are ent to some  cesigaat- 
„post, and there continue the drill until 


heir terms expire. These men are all en- 
listed for five years, and for their service 
we paid Fin per month the first two vears. 
The third ver their salary is raised to 
per month, the fourth year to $15, and the 
last yearto i per montk. If within thirty 
(lays alter their term expires they enlist again 
fora new term of ve years they are then paid 
TiS per month. In addition to the moneyed 
consideration, the men receive rations, cloth- 
ing and medical attendance when sick. 
INFANTRY, 

The office where the recruits are secured for 
the infantry branch of the service was next 
visited, Sergt. Thos. Bevans was found iu 
charge of the station at 112 N. Ninth street, 
und readily gave ali the information in his 
possession. ‘This recruiting office has been in 
aelive existence since July, 1860, and during 


hat time 2,88 men have been enlisted. The 
number rejected during the same 
period will reach 7,000, as it 
is commonly understood that fully 


three-fourths of all applicants are rejected. 
‘This office was closed a portion of last sum- 
meronaccountof the yellow fever, whieh 
paitly explains the small number, lan meu. 
Who were enlisted during the „ear. The 
best month was May, when 25 men were tak- 
en into the serviee, while June was the poor- 
est,as only 14 able-bodied men were found 
during that month who were williag and cap- 
able of joining the army. 

the requirements in the infantry are simi- 
lar in most respects to those of the cavalry, 
escept that the applicantis not restricted in 
height, as is the case jun cavalry, 
and more latitude is allowed in weight. The 
Feri of service aud pay are the same as in the 


, cavalry. 


THE OCCUPATION 
of those who have entisted during the past 
year shows that the greatest number come 
irom the farm and laborers in general, as froin 
the reports the following list appears: 12 
farmers, 7 laborers, 7 curpenters, II soldiers, 
and then a sinall number from each of the 
well-known trades and professions of black- 
‘mith, printer, civilengineer, school-teacher.

There is no reason 
it should exist. The assessment laws were 
pasted when personal property hardly 
existed in taxable shape, and before 
the existence of great railroad and 
telegraphic corporations. It is high 
time that we were rid ofan obsolete system 
of taxation, which leads to perjury and to 
laying on the shoulders of the honest mem- 
bers ofthe community the burdens which 
ought tobe borne bo their less honest but 
richer neighbors. The days of the pampered 
millionaire oughtto be numbered. News- 
papers of all shades of politics are taking up, 
one after another, the demand of the New 
York papers, for a radical reform of our tax 
laws.“

paper will start and join the boom, so that 
people will not be afraid to buy real estate.

TO BE COMPLETED. 

It has been understood for some time 
that Col. Tom Scott and his associates had 
abandoned the hope of securing Govern- 
ment aid in the construction of the Texas 
Pacific and that they were looking in other 
directions for the necessary assistance. 
When Col. Scott was in St. Louis about 
six weeks ago he said that the road would 
certainly be built, but he did not, at that 
time, say how it was to be done. Since his 
return to Philadelphia bids have been open- 
ed for the construction of several hundred 
miles of the road between Weathefford, 
present. western terminus, 
and EI Paso, on the Rio Grande. 
This will carry it to Mexico 
and to a point only eight hundred miles 
from the eastern terminus of the Southern 
Pacific. Among the bidders for the con- 
struction of the road to El Paso is a syndi- 
cate represented by Jay Gould, Sidney 
Dillon and Russell Sage. They offer to 
finish the work by January 1, 1883, for $20,- 
000 per mile. Bonds are to be issued at 
the rate of $25,000 for each mile of road, 
$20,000 per mile to go for construction, and 
$5,000 to go into the treasury. The syndi- 
cate also proposes to take $8,000,000 in 
stock. The bid of Messrs. Gould, Dillon 
and Sage will probably be accepted, as it 
is the most favorable one made, and the 
signing of the contract at Philadelphia is 
expected every day. 

Thus the Texas Pacific Railroad virtually 
passes into the hands of the Gould com- 
bination. In other words, it is to be built 
and controlled by the same men who now 
control the Union Pacific. The Southern 


| Pacific, which is being built this way from 


California, and with which the Texas Pacitic 
is to make connection somewhere in Mex- 
ico, is under the management of C. P. 
Huntington and others, who have control 
of the Central Pacific, which connects with 
the Union Paeific. Ia all probability, then, 
we shall have two railroads to the Pacific 
under one general management. It is hard- 
ly proper to make any guesses as to 
the result this will have upon the 
transportation interest of the country, but 
it certainly would have been more satisfac- 
tory to the people generally if? the Union 
Pacific and Texas Pacific could be under 
separate and distinct managements. There 
is to be too much combination for a 
healthy competition, But, after all, St. 
Louls and the Mississippi valley cannot 
help being vastly benefited by the com- 


| delphia. 


pletion of the Texas Pacific; even if it must 
be accomplished by the Jay Gould combin- 
ation. It will probably be the first road 
to go into Mexico, a country of over 
ten millions of inhabitants and vast mineral 
and agricultural wealth, and it will give this 
city a magnificent opportunity to extend 
her trade in a direction where there cannot 
be any very great competition. St. Louis 
has long looked to the completion of the 
Texas Pacific with the liveliest expectations, 
and, while it is not to be built just as we 
would have preferred it, it is much better 
to have it as it will be than not to have it 
at all. 


A ROMAN PXPOSITION. 

The announcement is made by cable this 
morning that it has been decided to hold 
an International Exposition at Rome in 
1882. The matter has been under consid- 
eration by the Italian Government for 
some time, and it was once thought 
to be doubtful whether sufficient 
assistance could be rendered to make the 
Exposition asuccess. The National Treas- 
ury has beea so pressed of late in order to 
meet ordinary demands that it was thought 
unwise by many of the best men connected 
with the Government to attempt anything 
that would entail an extra expense. 
International Expositions have not 
always been profitable. That is, 
they have not always pielded an 
immediate and direct return for the 
money invested in them. It has not been 
more than two weeks since the cable an- 
nounce I that the Prussian Government had 
declined to render any assistance to an In- 
ternational exposition at Berlin, and that 
the enterprise had consequently been 
abandoned. 

Thirty years ago there had never been a 
World’s Fair or international exposition. 
The first one was held in London, 
under the direction of Prince Albert, the 
husband of Queen Victoria, who was at 
that time President of the English Society 
of Arts. It was a pecuniary success, the 
expenses amounting to something over $1,- 
000,000, and the receipts being nearly $2,- 
500,000. It created a great furore 
in the civilized world, and World's 
Fairs immediately became the order 
of the day The next one 
held at Paris in 1855, soon after 


Was | 


Napoleon III. had come to the throne. It | 
cost about $2,250,000 and was fairly suc- | 


cessful. In 1862 another one was held in 


London in the Alexandria Palace, which | 


was afterwards burned down. The grand- 
ést of all the International Expositions was 
held at Paris in 1867, when Louis Napoleon 
was in the full tide of his 
glory and power: The announcement of it 
was made four years in advance and it 
was attended by people from every part of 
the globe. It was not, however, financially 
successful, the expenses being $4,590,000, 
and the receipts only $2,000,000. 

The next one was at Vienna in 1873, and 
was moderately successful. In 1876, the 
United States had the Centennial at Phila- 
It was largely attended and was 


financially profitable. The Goyernment 


loaned the projectors $2,000,000 and got 
the money back, not, however, without a 


protest, after the Exposition was over. The 
following year, 1877, there was a third Ex- 
position at Paris. It was more largely attend- 
ed than any that had been held and made 
avery lasting impression upon the world 
in general. The Exposition now in progress 
in Australia can hardly be called interna- 
tional, since there are few people except 
those who live there and the English whe 
are taking any part in it. 

There are many reasons why the exposi- 
tion at Rome in 1882 should be successful. 
It will be in a city and a coun- 
try which all the civilized people of 
the world are fond of visiting and 
no doubt it will be highly beneficial to the 
Italian people, as it will bring them direct- 
ly in contact with certain ideas of progress 
of which they seem heretofore to have been 
in painful ignorance.

In the good old days of the Grant regime 
we used to heara great deal about Nepotism 


and the parceling out of small offices to 


what were known as Official families. It 
was hardly to be supposed that Democrats 
would follow up that distasteful precedent.

Senator Vance, of 
North Carolina, has appointed his son 
clerk of the Committee on Enrolled Bills. 
Senator Johnson, of Virginia,has appointed 
his son clerk of the Committee 
on Agriculture. Senator Withers, 
of Virginia, has appointed his son clerk

Wiru a degree of obsequiousness almost 
incomprehensible, the New York Times 
prominently advertises Grant as ‘‘America’s 
First Citizen.“ Without stopping to dis- 
cuss Capt. John Smith’s claim to the posi- 
tion we must enter an humble protest 
against this sort of fulsome flunkeyism. 
Gen. Grant is neither the first nor the fore- 
most citizen of this glorious country. He 
is only a successful soldier, who is at pres- 
ent being employed as a sort of stepping- 
block fora lot of political schemers, and 
as an animated idol by a large class of our 
citizens who have not yet eradieated from 
their natures the semi-barbarous desire to 
be licking the dust off the shoes of some 
supposititious hero. If there is such a 
thing in this country as a First Citizen, the 
title belongs to the individual who fills the 
office of Chief Magistrate. By courtesy, 
Mr. Hayes is entitled to be regarded as the 
First Citizen. He is certainly the first citi- 
zen to hold the office of President by fraud.

ter and exhaling poisonous gases highly inju- 
rious to human life. That seemed te doom 
wooden pavements, but one John Micklebor- 
ough, a Cincinnati scientist, now comes am- 
bling to the front with the announcement 
that these Denver creatures with the power- 
ful names are not insects, but small micros- 
copic crustaceans belonging tothe same group 
of animals asthe shrimp, lobster, crayfish 
(crawfish) and ancient trilobite. John says 
that they do not inhabit damp places, amid 
decaying vegetables, but are found in multi- 
tudes in ponds and streams all over this coun- 
try and in Europe. He adds that they are 
about the size of a pin’s head, perfectly harm- 
less and form beautiful objects of study under 
the microscope. They are commonly called 
water fleas, probably on account ofthe jump- 
ing movement and diminutive size. We are 
glad to have this assurance from our learned 
Cincinnati friend, but we trust that the great 
work of discovering reasons why wooden 
pavements should be torn up and never put 
down again will not lag on this account. 


THERE is some satisfaction in knowing that
